The following paper was adopted by the House of
Representatives in the night session of Friday. Asa
calm and elevated, but vigorous presentation of the
facts which explain oor connection with the pending
war—as a frapk but manly declaration of our desire
for peace, and our réadiness to conclude it—as a valiant,
but unboastful declaration of cur ability to maintain
the war, if the enemy shall prove unwilling for peace—
and as an expression of our resolute determination to
die rather than be corquered, and ¢f our humble reli-
ance on the continued favor of Heaven—this manifes-
to of Congress capnot be without a marked effzet.—
Inspired by a decent respect for the opinions of man-
kind, and acknowledging a responsibility to the senti-
ment of bumanity and justice, and an cbligation to
pay due regard to the peace of the world and the in-
terests of commerce, the declaration of Congress will
cverywhere appeal to kindred ideas, and, 1t is to be
hoped, wlil tend to secare a becoming response. At
least the world shall know, and history shall record,
that if other nations are delinquent in their cuties to
us, we bave done no harm to thém; and that if hn:
mabity is outraged, aud the peace of the world brokep
in the very bleze of civilization, and in {he presence of
timid or listless cations, the pzople of the Confederate
States are innocent. It is vot improper to add that
the maunifesto is the production of the Hon. Wx. C.
Rives, of Virginia. A3 the unamended utterance of
one of kis reputation, position, and distthguished pub-
lic service, it will possess additional weight and value
from the authority of his name :

Joint resolation declaring the dispositions, principles
and purposes of the Confederate States in relation
to the existing war with the Upited States.
Whereas, itis due to the great cause of humanity
and civilization, and especially to the heroic sacrifices
of their gallant army in the field, that no means, con-
sistent with a proper self-respect avd the approved
usages of nations, shounld be cmitted by the Cortederate
Stutes to enlighten the public opinion of the world
with regard to the true character of tie stroggle in
which they are engaged, and the dispositions, principles
aud purposes by which they are actuated ; therefore,
Resolved by the Congress of the Confederate States
of America, 'T'hat the following manifesto be issued ia
their pame and by their authority, and that the Presi-
dent be requested to cause copies thereof 10 be trans-
mitted to our commissioners abroad to the end that the
same may be laid befor: fereign Governments.

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MANTFELTO (F THE CONGRESI OF THE CONFDERATE
ETATES CF AMERICA RELATIVE TO THE FEXISTING
WAR WITH THE UNITED STATES.

Tuoe Congress of th: Coufederate States of Americe,
acknowledging their responsibility to the opinion ot
the civilized world, to the great law of Christian phi-
lantbropy, and to tbe Supreme Ruler of the universe,
for the part they bave beea compelled to bear in the
sad spectacle of war and carnage which this continent
bos, for the last three years, exhibited to the eyes of
ufilicted humanity, deems the present a fitting occasion
to declare the principles, the sentiments and the purpo-
ges by which they bave been and are still actuated.

Toey have ever deeply deplored the necessity whlc_h
constraived them to take up arms in delence of their
rights and of the fres institutions derived f-om their
ancestors; and thete is nothing they more arceotly de-
sire than peace, whensoever their enemy, by ceasinZ
from the unhallowed war waged upon thewm, shall per-
mit them to eujoy in peace the shelteriog protection of
those hereditary rights and of those cherished ivstitu-
tions. The series of successes with which it has pleased
Almighty God, in so gigoal a manner, to bless our
arms on almost every point of cur invaded borders
eince the opening of the preseqt campaign, enablep us
to proless this desire of peace in the intercsts of civili-
'zation and Lumanity, without danger of having our
motives misrepresented, or of the declaration being
ascribed to sny unmanly sentiment or any distrust of
our ability fally to maintain our cause. The repeated
and disastrous checka, foreshadowing ultimate discom-—
fitare, which their gigantic army, directed against the
capital of the Confederacy, bas already met with, are
but a continuation of the same pro tial success

tixation income property

rit of vain bosticg, but in humble ackoowicdzem: nt '
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of that Almighty protectipn which has vouch:afed and
ranted them.

The world must now see that eight millious of pec-
ple, inbabiting so’extensive a territory, with such var—
ied resources and such numeroas fucilitis for cefence
as the benignant bounty of nature bas bes'owed upon
us, and animated with one spirit to encoun’er every
privation and eacrifice of ease, of bealih, of properiy,
ot life itself, rather than be degraded from the condition
of free and icdependent States into which (key were
born, can never be conquered. ﬁill Mt our adversa-
rieg themselves begin to feel t}hn humagity has bled
long encugh ; that tears and blood and treasure enough
bave been expended in a bootless undertaking, cover—
ing tLeir own land, no less than ours, witha pa'l of
mourning, acd exposing them far more than ourselves
to the catastropke of financial exhaunstion apd bank-
raptey, not to speak of the loss of their liberties by the
dcspotism engendered in an aggressive warfare upon
the liberties ol another and kindred people 2 Will they
be willing, by a longer perseverance in a waliton and
hopelcss contest, to make thie cos'icent, which they so
lorg hoasted to be the chosen abode cf liberty and sell-
goveroment, of peace and a  higher civil zation, the
theatre of the mcst causeless and prodi-al effusicn of
blocd which the™world has ever seen, of a virtu.] relupse
into the barbarism of the ruder ages, and of the de-
gtraction of coustilutional freedom by the lawlessness
of usurped power ?

These are questions which our adversarics will decide
for themselves. We desire to staud acgniticd before
the fribunal of the world, a3 wcll a8 in the eyes of om-
piscient justice of ay responsibility for th: origin or
prolongativ~ of a war as contrary to the spirit of the
age us to the traditions ard ackoowledged muxims of
tbe political system of A merica.

On this continest, whatever opinions may Fave pre-
vailed elsewhere, it has ever been h ld and acknowled-
ged by a!l parties that goverument, to be lawtul, must
be fourded on the consent of the governed. We were
forced to dissolve our federal connection with cur for-
mer asgociatcs by their sggressions on the fundamental
principles of our compact of union with them ; and in
doiog 8o, we exercised a right consecrated in the great
charter of American liberty—tte right of a free peo-
ple, when a government proves destructive of the ends
for which it was establiched, to reeur to original prin-
ciples and to iostitute rew guards for their security. -
The scparate judepcndence of the States, as scvereign
and co-«qual members of the Federal Usion, Bad never
been suriendered ; ard the pretension of applying to
independent comwuuitics, 8o coustitutcd and organized,
the ordinary rules for coercivg and reducing rebellions
saljeets to obedience, was a solecism in terms, as weil
a8 an outrage on the priociples of public law.

The war mid: upon the Confedtrate States was,
therefore. wholly one ¢f uggression. Oa cur sde it
has been strictly defepsive. Born freemen, and the
descendants of a gailent aocestry, we had vo option
but to staud up in defence of our invaded firesider, of
our desecratcd alters, o! our violated®libertics and
birtbright, and ol the prescriptive institutions whien
guard and protect them. We have net interfered, nor
do we wish, io any maupcr whalever, to iaterfere wit!
the internal peace und prosperity of the States srraye.
in bostility against us, or with the freest devglopmen
of their destinies in any form of action or'line rt
policy they may thick proper to adopt fur themselves.
All we ask ir a like immunity lor ourselves, anl to be
left in the undisturb:d epjoyment of those inalienable
rights of “ lile, liberty, and the pursnit of happiness,”
which our commou ancestors declared to be the equal
heritage of all the parties to the social compact.

Let them forbrar aggressions upou as, and the war
iz at an end. If there be questions which riquir2 ad-
justment by pegotiation, we have ever heen willing aud
are still willing to enter into communication with onr
adversaries in a spirit of peace, of equity, and mauly
frankness. Strong in the persuasion of the justice of
our cause, in the gallant devotion of cur ciuizep-sol-
diers, and of the wbele body of our people, and above
all in the gracious protection of Heaven, we are not
afraid to avow a sincere desire for peace on terms coc—
gistent with the honor and the permauvent sccurity of
cur rights, and an earpest aspiration to see the world
once more restored to the beneficent pursuits of industry
and of matual intercourse and exchanges, so essential
to its well-beiog, and which have been 8o gravely in-
terrupted by the existence of this unnatural war in
America.

But if our adversaries, or those whom ihey bave
placed in authority, leaf to the voice of reason and
justice, steeled agsninst the dictates of both prudence
and humanity by a prisumptoous and «elasive confi-
decce in their own numbers, or thoze of their black
and foreign mercenariee, shall determine upon an indef-
inite prolongation of the contest, upon them bz the
responsibility of a decision 80 ruioons to themselves
and so injurious to the interests and ri pose of markiod

For ourselves, we have no fear of the result. 'T'be
wildest pictare ever orawn of a disordered imagination
comes short of the extravagance which could dream of
the conquest of eight millions of people, rezolved with
one mind “to die freemen rather tnan live slaves,” and
forewarped by the suvage and exterminating spirit in
which this war bas been waged upon them, aud by the
mad avowa's of its patrons and supporters, of the worse
than Egyptian bondage that awails them in the event
of their subjugation.

With these declarations of cur dispositions onr prin-
ciples, and our purposes, we commit our caus: to the
enlightened judgmeant of the world, to the sober re—
flections of oar adversaries themselves, and to the solemn
and righteoas arbitrements oi Heaven.

Things In Genrral,
